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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 8-9, 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Larabell in view of Spagneletti and Schechter. 

2. Claims 8-10, 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claim 8 above, and further in view of Krakovich and 
Martin. 

3. Claims 8-10, 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over PCT/W097/06514 in view of Krakovich, Larabell and Martin. 

4. For all three rejections, the references are applied as discussed in last office 
action. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed with the amendment have been fully considered but*, 
they are not persuasive. For Larabell and PCT references, the Examiners position is 
that if would have been obvious to supply power as needed, that is power to Larabell 
circuits at 20, 30, 53, and to PCT circuits 9, 1 1 . If no power were needed downstream 
then the power would not be transmitted in the cables ( see PCT cable 2, Larabell 
cable 80) to downstream positions. It seems that in PCT this is already the case with 
data only transmitted in cable 2. For PCT, circuits 9,11, that convert signals to 
desired form are seen to be readable as an equalization circuit. Note that such 
equalization feature is only shown in the application as box 7 with no circuit details and 
does not define patentably over PCJ circuits 9.11. Also note Spagnoletti, figure 3, 
figure 4 see leftmost repeater 30, applied to show a repeater to receiver power and 
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data but to transmit only data to the downstream terminals. Features such as claim 15, 
line 2 "printed circuit board" relate to admitted prior art, application figure 1 .
